Chairman Pro Temp Harvey Converse called for the nomination 
of a chairman.

Vice-Chairman Walter Swett called members into an executive 
session and stated that the purpose was to discuss further a 
proposed House Bill which would require a majority vote of the 
Executive Committee to appoint a Superintendent and Matron 
for the County Farm and Hospital instead of having the Com- 
missioners appoint the Superintendent and Matron. Chairman 
Brungot read the proposed bill. Harvey Converse moved that the 
Committee go on record as being in favor of the said bill. The 
motion was seconded by Walter Swett and carried. 


Vice-Chairman Walter Swett declared the Executive session 
over and that the committee would go into open session, also that 
the County Commissioners be called in to said open meeting. The 
three County Commissioners attended the open meeting. 


Vice-Chairman Walter Swett read the itemized list of expend- 
itures pertaining to the first and second quarters. Questions were 
asked as to some expenditures by Frank Sheridan, Harvey Con- 
verse and Hilda Brungot which were answered by the Com- 
missioners. 


Frank Sheridan and Hilda Brungot suggested that the County 
Commissioners inquire of a company that built the elevator if a 
door could be enlarged so that the warming table could be put on 
the elevator. 


Rebecca Gagnon moved that the meeting be recessed. This was 
seconded by Marie Christiansen and carried. The meeting recessed 
at 12:20 p.m. and was called to order again at 1:05 p.m. by Vice-

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of the extra work load if necessary, even though this was not 
figured in the budget and it might create a slight overdraft. This 
motion was seconded by Rebecca Gagnon and carried. 


Marie Christiansen questioned the Commissioners as to why 
there were no T. V. sets in the Hospital patients’ rooms. She 
stated that they could be installed free and the owners would pay 
the hospital a profit of 25%. The commissioners agreed to look 
into the matter and if as stated, they would have T. V. sets put 
in the hospital rooms. 


Guy Fortier questioned the Commissioners in regard to an out- 
side elevator for the patients and asked would they have any ob- 
jecton to installing an outside elevator if it could be done at no 
expense to the County, also he had information that it could be 
financed through public donations. The Commissioners stated 
they had no objection and an outside elevator would be quite an 
improvement; if it could be installed at no cost to the County, 
they would be glad to accept it. 


Marie Christiansen having voted in favor of House Bill regard- 
ing the hiring of a Superintendent and Matron stated she wished 
to have her vote changed to being opposed to said bill. 


Marie Christiansen moved that the meeting adjourn. This motion 
was seconded by Hilda Brungot and carried.

The meeting was called to order by Chairman Hilda Brungot at 
10:00 a.m. who stated that the purpose of the meeting was to 
discuss HB 509, an Act pertaining to the powers of the County 
Commissioners in regard to hiring Superintendent and Matron for 
the County Farm, Hospital and Jail. 


The Chairman asked the Clerk to call the roll. The following 
members were present: Walter Swett, Hilda Brungot, Guy Fortier, 
Philip Perrault, Romeo Desilets, Frank Sheridan, Marie Christian- 
sen, Arthur Bouchard, Rebecca Gagnon, Clarence Lacasse, Harry 
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Marsh, Wiliam Emerson, Frank Crockett, George Graham, Louis 
Bragg, Walter Bushey, Harvey Converse, Jerry Emery, Claude 
Baker, Bert Stinson. Also present was Senator Lamontagne. 


Chairman Brungot declared the meeting open to the public and 
asked the clerk to read the bill. 


The Clerk read the House Bill 509 sponsored by Walter Swett: 
“Coos County Commissioners. Amend RSA 28 by inserting after 
Section 11 the following new section: 28:11-A Personnel—Coos 
County.” Notwithstanding the provisions of the preceding section 
the Commissioners of Coos County shall not appoint the Super- 
intendent or Matron of the County Farm, House of Correction 
or County Hospital without the approval of a majority of the 
Executive Committee of the County Convention. 


The Chairman also read at this meeting a letter from the three 
County Commissioners of Coos County protesting the passage of 
HB 509 and a letter from the City Council of Berlin protesting 
the passage of HB 509. 


Senator Lamontagne spoke against HB 509 and Harvey Con- 
verse also spoke against it.

Supporting invoices and 
payrolls were also examined and the classification of expenditures 
noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1957 
and December 31, 1958, is shown in Exhibits F and O, respectively. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court of Coos County were examined. Court receipts were checked 
by source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly recorded. 
Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


County Farm and Hospital 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm and County Hospital were examined. Receipts of the Farm 
from the sale of milk and cream, wood, livestock and produce, 
and from boarders were checked by source through the triplicate 
receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm and Hospital as recorded 
in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the Super- 
intendent through deposits in the bank to the credit of the County 
Treasurer’s accounts. 


Classified statements of receipts and expenditures of the County 
Institutions for the years 1957 and 1958 are presented in Exhibits 
G and P respectively. 


COOS COUNTY REPORT 45 


General Comments 
Overdrafts of Appropriations: 

It is noted that in the years 1957 and 1958, there were net 
overdrafts of appropriations amounting to $16,920.68 and $14,563.60, 
respectively. In other words, total expenditures for all purposes 
exceeded total budgetary appropriations by these amounts. 
(Exhibits D and M) 

In this connection attention is called to the New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 24, Section 15, which pro- 
vides as follows: 

“Exceeding Appropriations. No county commissioner shall 
pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability for the payment 
of, any sum of money for which the county convention has 
made no appropriation, or in excess of any appropriation so 
made except for the payment of judgments rendered against 
the county. In the case of emergency, however, county 
commissioners may apply to the executive committee, which, 
after a public hearing, may grant to the county com- 
missioners authority in writing to make such emergency 
payment. Whenever it appears that the amount appro- 
priated for a specific purpose will not be used in whole or 
part for such purpose, the county commissioners may use 
such sum to augment other appropriations, if necessary, pro- 
vided the total payments for all purposes do not exceed the 
total sum of appropriations in any year made by the county 
convention.” 


_ Whenever it appears that circumstances may make it necessary 
to exceed the total amount of budgetary appropriations, appli- 
cation should be made by the County Commissioners to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the County Convention for authority to make 
such emergency expenditures. 


Accouunts Receivable: 


It is suggested that the Superintendent make out a list of 
accounts receivable at the County Hospital which appear to be 
uncollectable, indicating the person’s name, address, amount of 
bill and reason why it cannot be collected. This list should be 
submitted to the Board of County Commissioners and if approved 
by them, such accounts may be written off. 


As part of the audit, verification notices were mailed from this 
office to all persons whose accounts appeared to be unpaid accord- 
ing to the records of the County Hospital. 
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Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of the Chapter 184 of the Laws 
of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary of its findings and 
recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be published in the 
next annual report of the County. This letter of transmittal should 
be included in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits 
is optional.

The special Farm appropriation was used for a bulk milk tank, 
manure spreader and hay baler. Eight Registered Holsteins were 
shown at the Lancaster Fair, winning as follows: 3-first premiums, 
l-second premium, 4-third premiums and 2-fourth premiums. 


The Hospital had 913 patients with an average stay of 13.1 days. 
Average daily occupancy was 80%. There were 178 births, 252 
operations, 36 deaths, 1959 out-patients, 667 x-ray patients, 1660 
Laboratory patients, 85 transfusions, and 33 Electrocardiographs, 
A pediatric and Orthopedic Clinic was held in May wth Dr. Hume 
and Dr. Lacey. 


The Hospital Special Fund was used to purchase an Ideal Mobile 
Food Conveyor and Nursery equipment. An individual bassinet 
was a gift from the Upper Coos Pomona Hospital Auxiliary; 
Television Trays for the Sun Porch from the Legion Auxiliary 
of Colebrook; the Television Set for the porch from the guests 
at Quimby’s Summer Resort, Averill, Vt. A gift of money from 
the Beecher Falls Manufacturing Corporation was used for a new 
office desk. The Doctors, with the help from the guests at Quim- 
by’s purchased a new rescusitator for the Delivery Room. 


In December a group of women from Colebrook met with Mrs. 
Geneva Higgins of Concord, who represents the N. H. Social 
Welfare Council, now absorbed by the Spaulding Charitable Trust. 
She has helped organize auxiliaries for the other County Homes 
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in New Hampshire. Officers are elected and a program outlined. 
We ask all interested persons to please join this organization this 
year as it is something we have needed here for a long time. 


We thank the Young People of this area who have planned 
programs and sent gifts at Christmas for our Residents of the 
Home this year, also the people who made favors.
